DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-52 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest "a method of controlling an inductively- 
powered operating unit for use in association with an inductive power transfer system , 
the method comprising the steps of using the local oscillator signal to detect a change in 
the frequency of the primary circuit current", in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as called for in independent claims 1,14, 26, 34, 38 and 39; also, prior art 
fails to disclose or fairly suggest "a narrow band modulated data transmission system 
for controlling one or more light emitting units, the system comprising a transmission 
unit operable to transmit a modulated signal, and each of the one or more light emitting 
units comprising wherein the total power to operate the light emitting unit is derived from 
the received signal" in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in 
independent claims 30, 32, 52.
